PRINCIPAL’S / SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT
COUNCIL REPORT

River Ridge Elementary School provides an excellent facility which includes
spacious classrooms, computer labs, state of the art media center, cafetorium,
gymnasium, and fully equipped art and music rooms. Our faculty and staff of
seventy-five serves 677 students in pre-kindergarten through fourth grade.

Students learn reading through a balanced literacy approach which includes the
Four Blocks Literacy Model. In math, they learn to use problem solving strategies
and critical thinking skills. 87% of our third grade students and 85% of our fourth
graders scored Basic or above on the PACT ELA test. In math, 88% of our third graders
and 87% of our fourth graders scored Basic or above on the Math PACT. All Basic and
above percentages were above the state average.

The Preschool Satellite Program serves students as young as three years of age
in academics and in speech/language. Our kindergarten program provides educational
experiences for four and five year olds. Other programs available to our students
in grades one through four include: SOAR (An Early Reading Intervention Program),
English as a Second Language, TMD class, STAR (Our Afterschool Academic Program),
Junior Achievement, Boys and Girls Sidekicks, PALS (Our Character Education
Program), and REACH (our Gifted/Talented Program.)

Technological opportunities are abundant at River Ridge. Students have access
to computers in classrooms and labs, digital cameras, video cameras, laser disks,
scanners, printers, and the SMART Board.

Character Education is promoted as students learn responsibility through WEE
Deliver, book store workers, flag helpers, The Morning Show (Daily News Broadcast),
Grade Level Study Buddies, and Grade Level Pen Pals.

Teachers, parents, and the community work harmoniously to enrich the lives of
all our students. Our business partners include PEP-Publix Educational Partnership,
Tops Pizza, and One Price Clothing. Parents are encouraged to be involved in their
child's education through PTO, School Improvement Council, Strategic Planning Team,
Volunteer Program, and District-level committees.

Awards for River Ridge include a State Character Education Grant, a Service
Learning Grant, SCIRA Literature Grants, and EIA Teacher Incentive Grant. Students
and faculty were named a "National Outstanding School" for Do Something Kindness
and Justice Award as they completed over 3,000 acts of kindness. River Ridge was
awarded the South Carolina Incentive Award for 1998-99 and was named a 1999-2000
"Schools of Promise" winner.
